Sard4r Nonihäl Singh, the Nazim of 
the state, heard of the incident at 1 a.m. and at once 
went to her house. On his arrival he found her alive, and 
she showed him her wounds, but could not speak, and 
breathed her last ten minutes after. The matter was 
reported to the Mahäräja, and Legrand was arrested at his 
house. He surrendered the blood-stained sword with 
‘which he had committed the murder and confessed his 
guilt. He was put into the look-up and awaits his trial.

There is no Jalia railway nor any Kathiawar 
station. There is a J ahalia station in Marwar, and a false 
rumour regarding the occurrence of such an incident at 
that place was spread last year. Apparently the same 
rumour has now been revived by the Morning Post.. Anglo- 


Indian newspapers often publish most unfounded rumours,

Giles, Senior Assistant Commissioner, for trial. As the 

accused did not like to be sent up to the High Court for 

trial, he was tried by Mr. Giles, who sentenced him to four 

years’. rigorous imprisonment. All honouris due to Mr. 

Giles. If all European Magistrates and Judges were just 

and impartial like him, British rule would be much more

The Hindũs remonstrated with 
them, on which they said that they were butchers and that 
the kine would be slaughtered and asked the Hindts to 
buy and save the animals, if they were true Hindis. 


Crowds of men soon assembled at the place. Eleven kine 


were taken away by the butchers, and the cow which lay 
on the ground and was hardly worth Rs. 5 or Rs. 6 was 
purchased by one Madan Läl for Rs. 34. Madho Prasäd, 
Secretary to the Desh Hitkärni Sabha, succeeded in dis- 
persing the crowds by assuring them that he would arrange 
for the purchase of the other kine, and thus riots were 
avoided. He telegraphed the matter to the District Magis- 
‘trate, who was at Chunar, at night, and the District Magis- 
trate sent orders to the City Inspector of Police to make 
an inquiry. In the afternoon of the 5th November the 
butchers agreed to sell the other kine for Rs. 290 and went 
home to fetch the animals, but never returned. The City 
Inspector made a local inquiry on the 6th idem and exa- 
mined about 30 Hindäs. Madho Prasad repeatedly asked 
the City Inspector to take down the statement of Mahabir, 
constable, who was on duty at Tirmohani at the time of 
quarrel, in his presence, but the City Inspector did not 
do so and said that the constable would be examined at 
the police station. Negotiations were resumed about the 
purchase of the kine on the 8th November, but were un- 
successful, as the butchers demanded a still higher price 
than before.

The Commissioner convened a 
meeting of them and asked them to raise two lakhs of rupees 
for the purpose; but they replied that their condition was 
unsatisfactory on account of decline of trade, and that It would 
be difficult to collect such a large amount from public, sub- 
scription. When Sir Auckland Colvin paid ; a visit to Bena- 
res in September last, another meeting was convened by the 
Commissioner at Nandesar House. The District Magistrate 
and Dr. Hooper also attended the meeting. The native 
bankers and traders present were told that it would not be 
well for them if sufficient funds were not raised for the 
proposed female hospital, and that His Honor would not 
see them if they did not at once raise Rs. 50,000, They 
again made the same objection as before but it was not 
accepted, and a subscription list was at once opened. With 
great difficulty subscriptions aggregating Rs. 48,000 were 
promised. The Commissioner again told the gentlemen 
present to quickly contribute Rs. 2,000 more, as the 
time for His Honor’s departure was drawing near, other- 
wise His Honor would leave without seeing them. But 
as they had already promised more than they could. 
afford to pay, the Commissioner’s threat was unheeded and 
the fixed, sum of Rs. 50, 000 was not made up. np Lieuten-

In this way the chaprasis have extorted Rs. 18, Rs. 8 
and Rs. 4 from the ox-drivers in Gahmar, Raskeha, and 
Nauli respectively. (The Gh4zipur correspondent of the 
Bhdrat Jiwan, Benares, of the 10th November, makes the 
same complaint.)
